SECTION I. 
Professional Education. 

I. Any Candidate who desires to obtain the Licence of the 
Royal College of Physicians of London and the Diploma of 
Member of the Royal College of Surgeons of England is 
required to complete ^ five years of professional study after 
passing a recognized Prelin;iinary Examination in the subjects 
of General Education, to comply with the following Regula- 
tions, and to pass the Examinations hereinafter set forth. 
[See Section II.] 

II. Every such Candidate who shall commence Professional 
study on or after the First of January, 1892, will be required 
to produce the following Certificates before admission to the 
several Examinations : — 



First Examination. 

1 . Of having passed one of the Preliminary Examinations 
in General Education recognized by the Examining 
Board in England, a list of which may be obtained 
on application. 

* The first of the five years may be spent at an Institution, 
other than a Medical School, recognized by the Board for instruction 
in Chemistry, Physics, Practical Chemistry, and Biology, or six 
months may be spent in attendance at a similar Institution in 
receiving instruction in Chemistry, Physics, and Practical Chemistry 
only. Pour complete years of professional study must be attended 
at a recognized Medical School and Hospital after passing Parts I. 
and III. of the First Professional Examination.

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2. Of having Received instruction in the following

(J) A course of Lectures on Surgery during not 
less than six months, or one Winter Session. 
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(c) A course of Lectures on Midwifery during 
not less than three months. 

{d) A course of Lectures on Pathology, including 
practical instruction in Pathological His- 
tology and in Bacteriology, during not less 
than three months. 

(e) A course of Lectures on Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics during not less than three 
months. 

(/) A course of Lectures on Forensic Medicine, 
including Insanity, during not less than 
three months. 

(jf) A course of Lectures on Public Health. 

{h) Systematic Practical Instruction in Medicine, 
Surgery, and Midwifery, including : —

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G. Of having attended, at a recognized Hospital with a 
Medical School, after passing the Second Exami-

(b) Demonstrations in the Post-mortem room, 
including practical instruction in making 
Post-mortem Examinations, during twelve 
months. 

{c) Clinical Lectures on Medicine and Surgery 
during nine months. 

{d) A course of not less than twelve Clinical or 
other Lectures with Practical Instruction in 
Diseases peculiar to Women. 

(e) Of having discharged the duties of Medical 
Clinical Clerk during six months, and of 
Surgical Dresser during other six months, _ 
of which in each case not less than three > 
months shall have been in the Wards. 

t7. Of having received, at a recognized Medical School 
and Hospital, instruction in the administration of 
Anaesthetics to the satisfaction of his Teachers. 

8. Of having attended Clinical Instruction in Ophthal- 
mic Surgery at an Ophthalmic Hospital recognized 
for the purpose by the Examining Board in England, 
or in the Special Ophthalmic department of a re- 
cognized General Hospital during not less than 
three months. 

* Six months of the last year of the curriculum may be spent in 
Clinical Study at, at least, two Hospitals or Infirmaries specially 
recognized for the purpose, a list of which may be obtained on 
application. 

t This Certificate is required of all Candidates \\lio pass tlie 
Second Examination after the 1st May, 1002. 
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9. Of attendance at a Fever Hospital. 

10. Of having attended Clinical Demonstrations at a 
recognized Lunatic Asylum. 

11. Of attendance on 20 Labours. 

Note. — This Certificate must be signed by one or 
more legally qualified practitioners. 

12. Of having received instruction in Vaccination. 

The Certificate must be such as will qualify its 
bolder to contract as a PubUc Vaccinator under 
the Eegulations, at the time in force, of the 
Local Government Board. 

13. Of being 21 years of age. 

The Certificates of Professional Study will be required to 
show that Students have attended the courses of Professional 
Study to the satisfaction of their Teachers. 

Students are required to attend Examinations which are held 
in the several Classes. 

N.B. — Exemption from any of the foregoing Begnlations can 
he granted only by the Committee of Management. 



SECTION II. 
Professional Examinations. 



I. There are three Examinations, called herein the First 
Examination, the Second Examination, and the Third or 
Final Examination. 

II. These Examinations will be held in the months of 
January, April, July, and October, unless otherwise 
appointed. 

N.B. — ^Every Candidate intending to present himself for 
Examination is required to give notice in writing to the 
Secretary of the Examining Board in England fourteen 
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clear days before the day on which the Examiaation 
commences, transmitting at the same time the required 
Certificates. 

III. All Fees must be paid three days prior to the day on 
which the Examination commences. 



The First Examination. 

IV. The subjects of the First Examination are : — 

Part I. Chemistry and Physics. 
Part II. Practical Pharmacy. 
Part III. Elementary Biology. 
The Examination is partly written, partly oral, and partly 
practical. 

Synopses indicating the range of subjects in the 
Examinations in Chemistry and Physics, Practical 
Pharmacy, and Elementary Biology will be found 
on pages 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22 and 23. 

V. A Candidate may take this Examination in three Parts 
at difEerent times, or he may present himself for the whole 
at one time. 

VI. A Candidate will be admitted to Examination in 
Chemistry and Physics, and Elementary Biology, on pro- 
ducing evidence of having complied with the Regulations pre- 
scribed in Section I. Paragraph II. Clause 2 {a) and {c) ; and 
to Examination in Practical Pharmacy on producing evidence 
of having complied with the Regulations prescribed in 
Section I. Paragraph II. Clause 2 (A), or he may take 
Pharmacy at any time during the curriculum, 

VII. A Candidate referred in any Part, or in all three 
Parts, of the First Examination will not be admitted to 
re-examination until after the lapse of a period of not less 
than three months from the date of his reference, and he will 
be re-examined in the Subject or Subjects in which he has 
been referred. A Candidate referred in Chemistry and Physics 
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or in Elementary Biology will be required, before being 
admitted to re-examination, to produce a Certificate that he 
has received further instruction in that subject, to the 
satisfaction of his Teacher, at an Institution recognized for 
the purpose by the Examining Board, for a period of not 
less than three months subsequently to the date of his 
reference.

IX. A Candidate who shall produce satisfactory evidence 
of having passed an examination for a Degree in Medicine 
on any of the subjects of the First Examination conducted 
at a University in the United Kingdom, in India, or in a 
British Colony, will be exempt from examination in the sub- 
jects in which he has passed. 



Second Examination^ 

X. The subjects of this Examination are 

Anatomy and Physiology. 
The Examination is partly written, partly oral, and partly 
practical. 

A Synopsis indicating the range of subjects in the 
Examination in Physiology will be found on page 23. 

XI. Candidates will be required to pass in both subjects 
at one and the same time. 

XII. Candidates will be admissible to the Second Exam- 
ination on the completion of two winter sessions and one 
summer session (or 15 months during the ordinary sessions) at 
a recognized Medical School, and after a lapse of not less than 
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one year (one winter and one summer session) from the date 
of passing Parts I. and III. of the First Examination, and on 
producing: evidence of having complied with the Regulations, 
prescribed in Section I., paragraph 2, Clauses 3 and 4. 

Note. — In the case of Candidates who registered as 
Medical Students before the 14th July, 1898, 
this interval will be six months only. 

XIII. A Candidate referred on the Second Examination will 
be required, before being admitted to re-examination, to pro- 
duce a Certificate that he has pursued, to the satisfaction of 
his Teachers, in a recognized place of Study, his Anatomical 
and Physiological Studies during a period of not less than 
three months subsequently to the date of his reference. 

XIV. The Fees for admission to the Second Examination

X Candidates may present themselves for examioation 
in Midwifery and Diseases of Women at any time 
after the completion of the fourth year of professional 
study at a Medical School, not less than one year after 
the passing of the Second Examination, on production of 
the required certificates. 

The Examination in Medicine and Surgery comprises 
written papers and Clinical, Practical, and Viva voce exam- 
inations. 

The Examination in Midwifery and Diseases of Women 
comprises a written paper and a Viva voce examination. 

Candidates will be examined on diseased structures, whether 
recent or preserved, including microscopical specimens, in 
each part of the Examination. 

XVI. Candidates may take this Examination in Parts 
or they may present themselves for the whole Examination 
at one time. They will be required to produce the follow- 
ing Certificates before being admitted to the respective parts

the expiration of four years (four Winter and four Summer 
Sessions) from the date of passing Parts I. and III. of the 
First Examination and of two years (two Winter and two 
Summer Sessions) from the date of passing the Second 
Examination. 

XVIII. A Candidate referred on the Third or Final Exami- 
nation, or on one or more of the three Parts into which he may 
have divided it, will not be admitted to re-examination until 
after the lapse of a period of not less than three months 
from the date of rejection, and will be required, before being 
admitted to re-examination, to produce a Certificate, in 
regard to Medicine and Surgery, of having attended the 
Medical and Surgical Practice, or the Medical or Surgical 
Practice, as the case may be, at a recognized Hospital during 
the period of his reference ; and, in regard to Midwifery and 
Diseases peculiar to Women, a Certificate of having received, 
subsequently to the date of his reference, not less than three 
months* instruction in that subject by a recognized Teacher. 

Note. — A Candidate who possesses a registrable qualification 
is admissible to re-examination without producing evi- 
dence of attendance on additional Hospital Practice.

I. A Candidate who shall have obtained a Colonial, Indian, 
or Foreign Qualification which entitles him to practise 
Medicine or Surgery in the country where such Qualification 
has been conferred, after a course of study and Examination 
equivalent to those required by the Regulations of the two 
Colleges, will, on production of satisfactory evidence as to 
age, and proficiency in Vaccination, and on payment of the 
required Fees, be admissible to the Second and Third or Final 
Examinations without any intervals between them. 
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II. Any Meraber of an English University who shall have 
passed such an Examination or Examinations at his University 
as shall comprise the subjects of the First and Second Ex- 
aminations of the Examining Board in England, and who 
shall have completed the curriculum of medical study required 
by the Regulations of the Board, will, two years after his 
having passed all the other required Examinations, be eligible 
for admission to the Third or Final Examination of the 
Board ; any Candidate so admitted to Examination will be 
required to pay a Fee of Five Guineas ; and any such Can- 
didate who shall have passed the Third or Final Examination 
shall, on the further payment of not less than Thirty-five 
Guineas, and subject to the Bye-Laws of each College, be 
entitled to receive the Licence of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, and the Diploma of Member of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of England. 

III. Any Member of a Scotch or Irish University who 
shall have passed such an Examination or Examinations 
at his University as shall comprise the subjects of the 
First and Second Examinations of the Examining Board in 
England, and who shall have completed the curriculum of 
Medical Study according to the Regulations required by his 
University, will, two years after his having passed all the 
other required Examinations, be eligible for admission to 
the Third or Final Examination of the Board; any Candidate 
so admitted to Examination will be required to pay a Fee 
of Five Guineas ; and any such Candidate who shall have 
passed the Third or Final Examination shall, on the further 
payment of not less than Thirty-five Guineas, and subject to 
the Bye-Laws of each College, be entitled to receive the 
Licence of the Royal College of Physicians of London, and 
the Diploma of Member of the Roval College of Surgeons 
of England. 

IV. Any Doctor or Bachelor of Medicine or Surgery of a 
Colonial, Indian, or Foreign University recognized from time 
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to time for the purpose"^, who shall have passed such an Exami- 
nation or Examinations at his University as shall comprise 
the subjects of the First and Second Examinations of the 
Examining Board in England, and who shall have com- 
pleted the curriculum of Medical Study required by the 
Regulations of the Board, will be eligible for admission to the 
Third or Final Examination of the Board two years after 
his having passed the said Examination or Examinations ; 
any Candidate so admitted will be required to pay a Fee of 
Twenty Guineas before admission to the Third or Final 
Examination. Any such Candidate who shall have passed 
the Third or Final Examination shall on further payment of 
not less than Twenty Guineas^, and subject to the Bye-Laws 
of each College, be entitled to receive the Licence of the 
Eoyal College of Physicians of London, and the Diploma 
of Member of the Royal College of Surgeons of England.

outlines of the Varieties of Cell-structure in the Tissues of 
Animals and Plants. 

2. The structure and life-history of Amc^ba, Vorticellay 
ProtococcuSy and Spirogyra as illustrative of: — 

(a) The diflferences between Plants and Animals. 

(b) The general phenomena of the Life- history of Low 

Organisms. 

3. The structure and mode of life of Saccharomyces and 
Bacteria; Fermentation; Putrefaction; modes of spread of 
Bacteria. 

4. The relations between Multicellular and Unicellular 
Animals, as illustrated by a comparison of the structure, 
physiology, and life- history of Hydra and Amoeba. 

5. The Coelomaia-Invertebrata, &s illustrated by the anatomy 
of Lumbricus, 

6. The Coelomata-Vertebrata, as illustrated by a comparison 
of the general characters of the skeleton, and of the digestive, 
circulatory, respiratory, genito-urinary, and nervous systems of 
the Dogfish and the Frog. 
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7. The structure of Ova and Spermatozoa ; Fertilization ; the 
early stages of Development ; the formation of the Segmenta- 
tion-cavity, of the Gastrula, Archenteron, and Coelom, and of 
the Epiblast, Mesoblast, and Hypoblast, with an enumeration 
of the chief systems of organs derived from the three layers in 
a Vertebrate.

PHYSIOLOGY. 



TIhe Subjects required at the Second Eoramination in Physiology 
are comprised under the following heads : —

The Composition of Food, and of the Tissues, Secretions, 
Excretions, and other Fluids of the body.

The Physiology of Digestion, Absorption, Circulation, 
Respiration, Secretion, Nutrition, Animal Heat, and 
Animal Motion. The Functions of the Nervous System 
and Sense-Organs. Reproduction. 

*^* Candidates are expected to have practised, and to be familiar 
with, general histological methods, including the examination of 
fresh tissues, the fixing and hardening of tissues and organs, the 
cutting, staining, and mounting of sections. They may be called 
upon either to perform or to describe any of these methods. They 
are also expected to be able to practise at the Examination the 
usual methods of chemical and physical examination of the various 
fluids and solids of the food and of the animal body, as well as the 
special tests by which the more important substances (both inorganic 
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and organic) occurring in the body are detected and estimated. 
Candidates may further be required to show an acquaintance with 
the mode of action and methods of employment of the commoner 
kinds of apparatus which are used in physiological work, especially 
in regard to the investigation of muscle, the heart, the pulse, and 
respiration.
